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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 2003- 
20302, filed on 06/26/2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 6 refers to claim 5, which has been canceled. 
Appropriate action is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) and 102 (e) as being anticipated 
by Piroch (USPN 6,520,367). Piroch's article dispensing container clearly has the 
structure of "a case defining a space for receiving gum"(fig 1). Piroch's case clearly 
shows "a lid connected to the case by a hinge"(fig 1). Piroch also discloses magnets 62 
(col 4 In 30-38) for attaching and detaching to and from a support element. 

6. With respect to claim 2, Piroch shows the bottom interior wall is formed to have a 
slope(Fig 3). 

7. With respect to claims 3&7, Piroch shows a plurality of protrusions on the 
circumferential outer surface of the case 64. These protrusions allow the case to be 
easily grasped. 

8. With respect to claim 4, Piroch discloses an adhesive member 66(Col 4 In 42). 
From disclosure and (fig 5) this adhesive member has structural recitation equivalent to 
"double-sided adhesive tape". 

9. With respect to claim 5&6, Piroch clearly shows a magnet (62) provided inside 
the case (fig3). 

10. Claim 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lien (USPN 
6,758,338). 

With respect to claim 8, Lien shows a lid (6) connected to the case by a hinge (24); and 
attaching and detaching means (col. 9 In. 58-65) provided on a bottom surface (4) of the 
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case opposite to the lid (6), so as to attach and detach the case to and from a support 
element. 

Response to Arguments 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed 03/08/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that Piroch's magnet (62) does not mount directly to 
the actual support element. Piroch states "the rear wall (23) of the lower portion (21) 
has a rear exterior surface with at least one magnet (62) mounted to the exterior 
surface. The first plate (41) is formed of metal with is attractive to the magnet (62) 
mounted on the rear surface of the rear wall (23) of the lower portion (21)"(col.4 In. 25- 
30). This first plate (41) meets the structure and recitation defined by applicant for a 
support element.
